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Pope pays a historic visit to California 
- | Millions see 

visiting pontiff 
in Los Angeles

LOS ANGELES — Among the 
throngs who heard Pope John Paul II 
speak here were lay leaders, clergy and 
Religious who packed St. Vibiana’s 
Cathedral Sept. 15. 


He told the group that acting in accord 
with the Gospel in a secularized world 
often means ‘‘being out of step with 
majority opinion.’’ 

While U.S. Catholics must give thanks 
for religious liberty, ‘‘freedom to follow 
your Catholic faith does not automatically 
mean that it will be easy to speak and act 
in the name of the Lord Jesus with a 
conscience formed by the word of God 
authentically interpreted by the church’s 
teaching,’’ the pontiff said. 

“*As citizens of the United States, you 
must give thanks to God for the religious 
liberty which you enjoy under your 
Constitution, now in its 200th year,’’ he 
continued. 

The pope cautioned, however, that ‘‘in 
a secularized world, to speak and act in 
the name of Jesus can bring opposition 
and even ridicule. It often means being 
out of step with majority opinion. Yet if 
we look at the New Testament, we find 
encouragement everywhere for 
perseverance in this testing of our faith. 
Jesus himself says, ‘In the world you will 
have trouble, but take courage, I have 
conquered the world’ ’’(Jn 16:33). 

He addressed his message in particular 
to ‘‘young people who are trying to live a 
responsible moral life in the face of a tide 
of popular culture and peer pressure that 
is indifferent, if not hostile, to Christian 
morality.’’ 

He said the exhortation also applied to 
clergy and Religious, ‘‘who may 
sometimes find it difficult to speak the full 
truth of the church’s teaching because it is 
a hard saying that many will not readily 
accept.”’ 

The pontiff urged his listeners to 
invoke the name of Jesus as they meet the 
challenges of the Christian life.

Janice 
Walk, administrative assistant to vicar for education 
Father Stephen McCall, and Janet Gordon were 
among the congregation of more than 100,000 at the 
Coliseum.

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Look for a busy, dizzy month 


The Reagan presidency has not been a dull one. It has 
certainly helped many of us keep our adrenalin levels 
high. Furthermore, the Reagan presidency is far from 
over, both in the length of time it has to run and for the 
legacy it will leave for the rest of the century. 

That he enjoys great personal popularity is attested to 
by poll after poll in the last seven years. Seldom has there 
been a president who has had such a long run of personal 
appeal. Still, he has seldom been able to translate this into 
popularity for his party, and he has usually faced a hostile 
— or at least unsympathetic — Democratic congress. 

If it is true that politics is the art of the possible, of 
compromise, Reagan has not understood that. 

Perhaps no one ever mastered the art of politics as well 
as Franklin Roosevelt. He put together a grand coalition 
by promising all segments some, rather than all, of what 
they wanted. These groups included the labor unions, 
farmers, ethnic groups, liberals, the religious and the 
poor. 

This is something that all ‘‘one issue’? Americans have 
to understand. On the political level, absolutes are seldom 
— if ever — obtained. A viable compromise must be 
worked out in a land where the majority rules, but the 
rights of the minorities must also be kept inviolate. It is a 
very delicate art that requires a master’s touch. 

Take the ‘‘pro-life’’ dilemma. We may see some 


_ excruciating twists and turns to this debate in the coming 


election. It’s one thing to want to be right, in principle, 
but the political nuances must be accommodated. Sorry, 
but that’s a hard, cold fact. 

The president has consistently said he is pro-life. He 
has acted in accord with his principles as far as the 
political process will allow. But seven years of promises 
and appearances on Nov. 22 have not translated into 
action. 

Now, according to George de Lama in the Chicago 
Tribune, Reagan faces the most difficult and challenging 
month in his presidency. 


Will his vision 


The visit of Pope John Paul II to the United States has_ 


occasioned numerous responses. 

The visit has ignited for many a renewed spark of faith, 
demonstrated by fasts, prayer services and elaborate 
preparations. Others have been moved to protest and 
anger, objections stemming from papal teaching or 
personal behavior, such as the pope’s June meeting with 
President Kurt Waldheim of Austria. 

The pope’s visits to various countries have often been 
the occasion of such responses, and — more often than 
not — various arms of the media interpret these divergent 
reactions as a sign of division: ‘“Roman Catholicism: a 
divided church.”’ 

' Moral theology is a science through which human 
reason struggles to better understand God’s revelation. 
God’s revelation is obviously profound and historical and 
we are human, weak and historically limited. 

In my mind, this struggle is understandable. I do not 
find it frightening, especially when carried on with the 
vision of the Second Vatican Council. Among its 
conclusions, after all, was that “‘faith throws a new light 
on everything.”’ 

The multiple and divergent reactions to the pope’s visit 
should not, then, be a reason for discouragement, but 
rather an invitation to appreciate better our Catholic 
unity and diversity. _ 

Proverbs 29:18 reminds us that ‘‘Where there is no 
vision, the people perish.” 

The media have been speaking a great deal about 
statistics: the percentage of Catholics who do not accept 
one or another of the church’s teachings. This data may 
well express concern about how deeply church teaching 
has been taught and absorbed. 

The more critical question, however, is one of faith. 
Perhaps a story will help.

On arms control, he may come up a winner. It looks as 
if there are only a few compromises that are needed to 
finalize an agreement with the Soviet Union, a contract 
that would be a triumph for Reagan and a giant step 
toward world peace. 


On the other hand, Mr. Reagan has thrust the U.S. 


Navy squarely into a flash-point in the Persian Gulf that 
could provoke war. Working for him is world opinion, the 
leadership of the United Nations, and a genuine distaste 
for war. He could pull this one out. 

In Central America and the Caribbean, he is also 
wading into troubled waters. A permanent communist 
stronghold in either or both places is clearly intolerable to 
most Americans. : 

There is the appointment of Judge Robert Bork to the 
Supreme Court. It looks like a clear-cut. battle between 
the nation’s liberals and conservatives. 

If Bork is defeated, the president may well nominate 
someone who is even more conservative, such as Senator 
Hatch, whom fellow senators might feel obliged to 
support. That is a distinct possibility, one I do not even 
like to consider. ne ees 3 

Add to this list the continuing fight to balance the 
budget, control the federal deficit and restore a decent 
trade balance between this, country and our major 
partners, we have a Washington scenario that grows 
increasingly interesting. 

Even if you seldom follow politics, this is a good time to 
read the papers and watch the TV news. 

There’s a lot going on.

Horrified by the bloodshed, the students implored, 
“‘Quick, master, which side should we help?’’ 

“‘Both,’’ the master replied. 

The students were confused. ‘‘Both?’’ they asked. 
“‘Why should we help both?”’ 

“We need to help authorities learn to listen to the 
aspirations of the people,’’ the master answered, ‘‘and we 
need to help the people learn how not to compulsively 
reject authority.”’ 

In genuine community there are no sides. The pope’s 
visit should be an occasion to find a better sense of unity 
within diversity. f 

In his classic work on the American character, 
“Democracy in America,’ Alexis de Tocqueville 
described those ‘‘habits of the heart,’”’ or mores, that gave 
U.S. citizens a unique new culture. The one characteristic 
that impressed him most was individualism. 

The papal visit necessarily falls into this spirit of 
American individualism, but the visit must also be a call 
to community and wholeness. The church is first of all a 
community under Christ. The pope is the first shepherd 
whose scriptural mandate calls him to preach the Gospel 
in integrity. 

The Gospel is both peaceful--and challenging, 
comforting and disturbing. This is the ‘‘vision’’ of the 
papal visit, a posture which reminds all of us we are still in 
a struggle to assimilate the fullness of God’s revelation.

Pope is seeing the vitality of his church 


The media have placed the church in 
America under a microscope during 
recent weeks because of the papal visit. 
CBS aired a one-hour special last week on 
the Catholic Church in America and the 
MacNeil-Lehrer News Hour presented a 
fascinating dialogue with such 
diametrically opposed representatives as 
Al Matt, editor of the archconservative 
Wanderer and Father Charles Curran, the 
Catholic University of America 
theologian recently disciplined by the 
Vatican for his teachings on sexual 
morality. 


It would be much less discomfiting if 
media representatives were to report that 
all is peaceful within Catholic America. 

Controversy is disconcerting to many 


people. How much easier it is to 
surrender one’s decision-making 
capabilities to others and passively obey 
whatever orders are handed down. But 
life, a truly human life, is not that simple. 
Life is messy, confusing, and sometimes 
painful. Even when others offer guidance 
and the wisdom of their own experience, 
it is not always clear which direction leads 
to truth. 

Contrast the hustle and bustle of a 
shopping mall or a village square to the 
peace and quiet of a mausoleum. The 
mausoleum is always tranquil, but there 
is obviously no life there. 

It has been said that the opposite of love 
is not hate, but indifference. Ask any 
teacher or entertainer how it feels to be 
greeted with a deadly indifference. Ask 
anyone in a significant relationship what 
it is like when someone says: ‘‘I just don’t 
care anymore.”’ It’s devastating. It is 
much easier to deal with people who are 
not afraid to express doubt and ask 
questions. 

Another tenet to keep in mind is that 
the church exists in a historical context. 
This does not mean that the church has to 
conform to the fickle trends of a particular 
society. But it does mean that the church 
must be attentive to the society in which it 
exists. The church does not exist in a time 
warp or a time capsule. The Holy Spirit 
speaks to the church not only through 
Scripture and tradition but also through 
contemporary events and trends. ~

At one time or another in our church’s 
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and wind up in Fort Simpson in 


history, moral theologians have given at 
least tacit approval to such practices as 
witch trials, slavery, forced conversions, 


‘torture and the burning of heretics. As 


their understanding of the dignity of 
humanity evolved, these practices were 
condemned. 

In the past 100 years, through its 
official teaching in papal encyclicals, the 
church has changed its thinking. In the 
Syllabus of Errors, promulgated by Pius 
IX in 1864, religious liberty was 
dismissed as a delirium. Contrast that 
thinking to the Vatican II document on 
religious liberty and on ecumenism. 
These writings suggest, among other 
things, that salvation is accessible to non- 


Catholics and even to non-Christians. 

Until the promulgation of Pius XII’s 
“Divino Afflante Spiritu,’’ Catholics 
were instructed that only a literal inter- 
pretation of Scripture was permissible, 
despite the finding of biblical scholars, 
linguists and archeologists. Today, it 
would be considered un-Catholic to 
suggest new discoveries and findings in 
biblical exegesis should be ignored. 

Pius IX also suggested in the ‘‘Syllabus 
of Errors’’ that it would be anathema for 
the Roman Pontiff to reconcile and adjust 
himself with progress, liberalism and 
modern civilization.’’ However, in a 
document entitled ‘‘Mysterium 
Ecclesiae,’’ issued by the Sacred 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith in July of 1973, it is asserted that 
even dogmas are historically and 
culturally conditioned and_ therefore 
subject to development.’ Dogmas, the 
document points out, are conditioned by 
presupposition (a particular context of 
faith and human knowledge), particular 
concerns (formulated with the intention of 
solving certain problems), thought 
categories (the changeable conceptions of 
a given epoch,) and the available 
vocabulary (the expressive power of 
language at a given time). 

This suggests that revelation did not 
reach completion in the apostolic age. 

Much has been written lately of the 
Waldheim affair, the controversial 
meeting of Pope John Paul II with 
Austrian President Kurt Waldheim, who 
is accused of complicity in Nazi war 
crimes. Again, our church once promoted 
Christian anti-semitism, but the Vatican 
has now announced plans for an 
encyclical specifically condemning anti- 
Semitism. 

The upcoming synod on the laity 
represents another development in church 
teaching. ‘‘Note here, venerable 
brethren, the appearance already of that 
most pernicious doctrine which would 
make the laity a factor of progress in the 
church,’’ Piux X- wrote in ‘‘Pascendi 
Gregis.’’ Yet in the Vatican II document 
on the ‘‘Dogmatic Constitution on the 
Church,”’ it is stated that ‘‘In some cases 
(the laity’s) experience and competence 
together with the gifts they receive from 
the Holy Spirit give them insights into 
revealed truth in advance of the bishops 
and theologians.”’ 

A living organism like the church is 
always in need of renewal if it is to survive 
and thrive. It has been said that truth is 
not like stone. It is a thing of the spirit 
which is lost if it is allowed to petrify.

Love urged for AIDS patients

PHOENIX — In Phoenix the pope 
told Catholic health workers that among 
the new challenges facing them is 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome, a 
‘crisis of immense proportions.”’ 

‘‘Besides your professional 
contribution and your human sensitivities 
toward all affected by this disease, you are 
called to show the love and compassion of 
Christ and his church,’” he said. 

At a meeting with Native Americans, 
the pope said church blunders in its initial 
contacts contributed to European 
oppression of them. 

At the same time, he said, there were 
always church people who defended 
Indian rights and today the church 
recognizes the contributions of Indian 
culture to the universal church. - 

‘‘Your encounter with the Gospet has 
not only enriched you; it has enriched the 
church,’’ he said. 

His earlier visit, in 1979, had taken 
him to the East and the Midwest. The 
itinerary for this trip spanned 5,331 
miles. 

Overall theme of the pope’s visit was 
“Unity in the Work of Service.’’ The 
schedule called for him to deliver 45 


speeches and homilies, and to listen to 
presentations by representatives of 
various groups. 

As Pope John Paul moved out to meet 
American Catholics, there was an 
underlying Vatican concern over an 
apparent split between those strictly 
adhering to doctrine and those favoring 
more flexibility based on _ personal 
conscience. 

The situation had caused some strained 
relations between American bishops and 
Vatican officials, who sometimes viewed 
dissent as a result of doctrinal leniency by 
bishops. Those tensions were on the 
unwritten agenda for a closed-door 
meeting between the pope and most of the 
almost 400 U.S. bishops in Los Angeles 
midway through the trip. 

Other activities in Los Angeles 
included a teleconference with youths, a 
meeting with non-Christian leaders, a 
mass in the coliseum and joining Nancy 
Reagan for an informal chat with 
Catholic students. 

From Los Angeles, the pope’s route 
turned north to Monterey where he would 
celebrate Mass for Hispanic farmworkers 
and then go to the Carmel Mission 
basilica for a prayer at the grave of 18th- 
century missionary Father Junipero 
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Serra. 

In San Francisco the trip provided for a 
papal addresss to representatives of the 
country’s nearly 149,000 members of 
male and female religious orders. 

Lay people would get their turn the 
following morning to express concerns 
about their role in the church and the 
world — the theme of the world Synod of 
Bishops scheduled to open shortly after 
the pope’s return to Rome. 

Pope John Paul also would meet about 
100 AIDS patients among the guests 
invited by the archdiocese to his visit to 


Mission Dolores Basilica. 


In Detroit, the final U.S. stop, the 
focus shifted to the role of the permanent 
diaconate and church social teachings. 

Detroit also was the site where the 
Polish-born pope was to meet with more 
Polish-Americans — about 600,000 live 
in the Detroit Archdiocese — who had 
prepared for weeks to greet him. In San 
Antonio he had met members of the 
Polish community of Panna Maria, 
Texas, oldest permanent Polish 
settlement in the United States. 

From Detroit, the pope planned to fly 
to a meeting with Canadian Indians at 
Fort Simpson, Northwest Territories. 
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Majority 
is faithful, 
pope says

MIAMI Dissent from church 
teachings among American Catholics is a 
“serious problem,”’ but not the majority 
view, Pope John Paul II said at the 
beginning of his U.S. visit. 

There are ‘‘some persons’’ who differ 
with doctrine, but there is also ‘‘the great 
silent majority that is faithful,’’ he told 
journalists aboard the papal flight to 
Miami. 

The pope said that to be a good 
Catholic is to follow ‘‘the teachings of our 
Lord expressed through the church’’ 
which is a “‘theocratic’’ institution. 

The pope also said homosexuals, 
especially AIDS victims, are not 
“‘outcasts’’ and their place is ‘‘in the 
heart of the church’’ along with other 
suffering people. 

But it is impossible to say if AIDS, a 
sexually transmitted disease, is God’s 
punishment for homosexuals, he added. 

“It’s not easy to know the intentions of 
God,’’ the pope said. ‘‘He is justice. He 
is mercy. And he ts love.”’ 

The pope noted that he plans to see 
AIDS victims in San Francisco. 

“‘The church is doing all that is possible 
to heal and especially prevent the moral 
background of this disease,’* he said. 

Regarding dissent from church 
teachings, the pope said, ‘‘of course it is a 
serious problem. But the other question is 
if it is the dissent of many, many faithful 
people or the dissent of some. very 
pronounced. theologians, or publishers, 


writers, and perhaps journalists,’’ he 
said, 

The pope answered ‘‘don’t 
exaggerate’’ when asked if the U.S. 


church is headed for a schism. 

During his visit, the pope said he plans 
“‘speaking to the great silent majority that 
is faithful and also speaking to those who 
are dissenting.”’ 

Catholics who believe they can violate 
church teachings and. still be good 
Catholics are mistaken,+he-said; because 
“it is necessary to follow the teaching of 
our Lord. .as. expressed through the 
church.”’ 

Of possible demonstrations against his 
policies, the pope said, ‘‘I am used to 
that.’’

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El Papa nota el valor de cultura hispana 


Lista elementos necesarios para la parroquia en un discurso en San Antonio

SAN ANTONIO, Texas — Hablando 
en espafiol, el Papa Juan Pablo II les dijo 
a catdlicos hispanos el 13 de septiembre 
que la catequésis, la comunidad, los 


sacramentos y la oracidn son los 
elementos esenciales de la vida 
parroquial. 


Dijo que la parroquia es ‘“‘la familia de 
familias,’’ y dijo que la vida parroquial 
esta determinada por ‘‘los puntos fuertes 
y débiles y las necesidades de la familias 
que la componen.”’ 

El pontffice expresd estos sentimientos 
durante una platica sobre el ministerio 
parroquial a 3,000 personas reunidas en 
la Plaza de Nuestra Sefiora de 
Guadalupe, parte de un proyecto de 
desarrollo urbano a un costado de la 
parroquia de Nuestra Sefora de 
Guadalupe en el oeste de San Antonio. 

La parroquia hispana esta situada en 
una parte empobrecida de la ciudad don- 
de el crimen y la violencia son comunes. 

Durante su pldtica, el Papa se pard 
enfrente de un mural pintoresco 
mostrando a Nuestra Senora de 
Guadalupe -y el pontifice dando la 
bienvenida al pueblo de San Antonio con 
las iglesias del lado oeste de la ciudad en el 
fondo. El mural fue un proyecto realizado 
por prisioneros en Bexar County Detention 
Center en San Antonio. 

E] discurso en la Plaza de Guadalupe 
fue el tinico evento durante el viaje papal 
— del 10 al 19 de septiembre — en que el 
pontifice hablé solamente en espafiol. 

Concluy6é6 su platica con el deseo de que 
“‘la Virgen Santfsima de Guadalupe ame 
y proteje al pueblo hispano.”’ 

“‘Viva la Virgen de Guadalupe,”’ dijo 
el Papa, sonriendo a su audencia. 

‘‘Viva! Viva el Papa!’’ contestd la 
gente, agitando pequefias banderas mexi- 
canas y estandartes de Nuestra Sefiora de 
Guadalupe, patrona de la Américas. 

En su discurso, el Papa dijo que la 
herencia hispana de San Antonio y el 
Sudoeste es importante para la Iglesia. 


Notando que el espafiol fue el idioma 
de los primeros evangelizadores al 
continente, dijo que los hispanos hoy 
“‘deben ser no menos celosos’’ en la 
evangelizacion y el servicio cristiano que 
sus predecesores. 

El pontifice también suplicéd a las 
familias hispanas que animen a _ los 
j6venes a hacerse sacerdotes y religiosos. 


Hablando de la necesidad de educacién 
religiosa al nivel parroquial, el Papa Juan 
Pablo dijo, ‘‘Todos necesitan ser 
instrufdos en la fe.”’ 

En la parroquia, la fe se transmite de 
muchas maneras, dijo, incluyendo la 
liturgia, la instruccién religiosa para 
nifios, educacién religiosa para adultos, 
grupos de oracidén, asociaciones para 
actividades pastorales y la prensa catolica. 


El pontifice dijo que la catequesis tiene 
un ‘‘tema objetivo,’’ y advirtid, ‘‘no 
podemos inventar nuestra fe mientras 
vamos por la vida.’’ 

Subray6 que la familia es el lugar mas 
apropiado para la ensefianza de la fe, las 
virtudes cristianas y los valores humanos. 

El] Papa dijo que las parroquias deben 
estar completamente comprometidas al 
cuidado pastoral de las familias 
“especialmente en presencia de tanta 
divisi6n y socavacién de la vida familiar 
en la sociedad.”’ 


Insté al clero y los lideres laicos a 
“‘proclamar toda la verdad’’ sobre la 
‘‘naturaleza exclusiva’’ del amor 
conyugal, la indisolubilidad del 
matrimonio, las ensefianzas eclesiales 
sobre la transmisién de la vida, y los 
derechos y obligaciones de padres acerca 
de la educacién de sus _ nifos, 
especialmente educacidén religiosa y 
moral, incluyendo educacidn sexual 
‘*apropiada.”’ 


“‘Asi como la parroquia tiene una 
responsibilidad hacia la familia, también 
la familia debe ser consciente de sus 
obligaciones hacia la parroquia, que es la 
familia extendida,’’ dijo el Papa Juan 
Pablo II.

Pope reminds priests to keep the faith

MIAMI — Pope John Paul II last 
week told American priests they play 
‘fan indispensable role’’ in the life of the 
church but that priests must reflect ‘‘the 
specific charism of the magisterium’’ on 
church teaching authority. 

‘‘Through the action of the Holy 
Spirit an immense amount of good has 
been done’”’ in ‘‘authentic renewal’’ 
sparked by the Second Vatican Council, 
he said during a speech to 750 priests. 

His comments followed an American 
priest’s plea that the church further 
explore issues of priestly celibacy, 
women’s roles in the church, and other 
controversies. 

The priest, Father Frank J. McNulty 
of Newark, told Pope John Paul that if 
individual priests could talk directly to 
him they would speak of their loyalty 
but also of their deep concerns. 

The two men spoke at St. Martha’s 
Church in metropolitan Miami, first 
stop on the pontiff’s U.S. visit. 

“‘Today there are» indeed many 
sensitive issues which priests must deal 
with in their daily ministry,’’ the pope 
said. ‘‘I know from listening to many 
priests and many bishops that there are 
different approaches to such issues. 


“In this regard, however,’’ he said, 
“it is important for.us to realize that the 
same Holy Spirit from whom come all 
the different and wonderful charisms 
and who dwells in the hearts of all the 
faithful, has placed in the church the 
specific charism of the magisterium, 
through which he guides the whole

community to the fullness of truth.”’ 

The pope praised the priests for 
‘striving to be merciful and gentle and 
forgiving like the Good Shepherd whom 
you know and imitate and love and to 
whom you have pledged your fidelity.”’ 

‘‘No other path is possible,’’ he said. 
‘‘Sometimes, however, what is asked of 
you in the name of compassion may not 
be in accord with the full truth of God. If 
what is claimed to be a gesture of mercy, 
goes contrary to the demands of God’s 
word, it can never be truly 
compassionate or beneficial to our 
brothers and sisters in need.”’ 

Both he and Father McNulty, who 
has been vicar for priests in the Newark 
Archdiocese since 1979, drew standing 
ovations after the speeches, and the 
priests stood on pews, snapped photos 
and cheered the pope’s arrival as well. 
But Father McNulty’s address was 
interrupted several times by sustained 
applause, while the pontiff’s remarks 
drew silence until the conclusion. 

“‘These recent years have not been 
easy for priests,’’ Father McNulty said 
in his speech, officially delivered on 
behalf of all U.S. clergymen. 

Yet, despite some of the pitfalls priests 
have confronted, said Father McNulty, 
““f you looked into their eyes you would 
see a spark, a rejoicing in the Lord as

Ali this results from a government coup d’etat in 1976 which has had dire 
effect on Catholics. Government bans usually include the specious excuse that 
the faith must be attenuated ‘‘for reasons or order, of security and efficient 
work.’’ It is destroying the church in Burundi.

their shepherd, a rejoicing in their love 
of ministry.”’ 

Through ordination, ‘“we became co- 
workers with the bishop, collaborators in 
his mission and yours to continue the 
work of Jesus Christ,’’ he said. “Thus 
our loyalty has a solid base and so does 
our desire for unity.”’ 

He said other priests once had advised 
him to ‘‘be honest but also be 
encouraging”’ in speaking to the pope. 
“‘To be dishonest would be a terrible 
disservice to you and my _ brother 
priests,’’ he told John Paul. 

He noted that priests are instructed at 
ordination to serve the people, and said 
‘it is because priests take that charge so 
seriously there are some _ serious 
concerns about our ministry.”’ 

While the church is ‘‘committed to a 
bold proclamation of the truth’’ it is 
‘also a forgiving church,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
troubles us that .people often do not 
perceive the church as proclaiming 
integral truth and divine mercy, but 
rather as sounding harsh, demanding.”’ 

Priests worry — and morale suffers — 
because of the shortage of priests, he 
added. 

‘‘But even as we promote vocations, 
the celibacy question — as you so well 
know — continues to surface,’’ he told 
the pope. He said priests know and are 


grateful for the pope’s support for their 
celibate commitment ‘‘because it is not 
easy to strive to be warm, loving and 
affective men and yet remain faithful to 
that commitment.”’ 

However, he continued, ‘‘we can 
only ask you to continue along paths of 
support and exploration,’’ including 
exploration of the celibacy tradition and 
“*of how the discipline of celibacy can be 
most effectively implemented today.”’ 

He appealed similarly for attention to 
women’s concerns. 

‘‘The movement of women toward 
practical equality is a major dynamic of 
our time,’’ he said. ‘‘Because of the 
complexity and urgency of this 
movement, especially as it relates to the 
church, there _is need for study, 
reflection and above all, more dialogue 
with women.”’ 

‘Priests are encouraged by Your 
Holiness’ words of support to women 
whose service — as you have amply 
indicated — is essential to the life of the 
church,’’ Father McNulty added. “‘We 
would also be greatly encouraged if the 
Holy See would continue to explore the 
range of service women night 
appropriately offer.’’ 

Pope John Paul expressed 
understanding for the hardships of the 
priests’ lives. 

“T am very much aware that your 
fidelity to Christ’s will for his church 
and your pastoral sensitivity will 
demand great sacrifice and generosity of 
spirit,’’ he said. 

“*To all of you I express my gratitude 
for your ministry, for your 
perseverance, for your faith and love, 
he said. 


Workshop to deal with 
care of the terminally ill 


SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
Hospice will hold a four-day workshop, 
“‘Caring for Special People,’’ next month 
to-assist clergy and other religious leaders 
in their ministry to dying people. 

Sessions on Oct. 19, 26 and 27 will be 
held at the San Diego Hospice office, 
3840 Calle Fortunada, Suite 100. They 
will continue at Mission San Luis Rey the 
evening of Oct. 27 and on Oct. 28. 

The workshop is designed to increase 
participants’ ability to offer comfort, 


support and quality resources to families - 


facing terminal illness, according to 
Chaplain Milton Hay of the San Diego 
Hospice. 

The workshop, previously held 
annually, is now being scheduled twice a 
year. ‘““The demand for this type of 
education is extremely important,’’ due 
to-an increase in the elderly population 
and new terminal diseases, Hay said. 

Msgr. John Portman, pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church, Coronado, and advisory 
board member of the San Diego Hospice, 


attended a recent workshop. 

He highly endorses it. ‘‘It sensitized 
me to where the patient is in the whole 
process of illness. The dying experience is 
different for each person; some are lonely 
and frightened.’’ The workshop helps one 
become more empathetic to these people, 
he said. 


The sessions will address topics such as 
theological/spiritual reflection, personal 
death awareness, bereavement guidance, 
counseling aids, pain control 
resources offered by the hospice. Some of 
the content will be based on two books: 
‘Denial of Death’’ by psychologist Ernest 
Becker and ‘‘Jesus and the Eucharist’’ by 
Jesuit Father Tad Guzie, Hay said. 


San Diego Hospice staff will conduct 
the presentations, which will include 
speakers, small-group discussions, films 
and videos.
